Richardson’s selection ot Cox, a 
H arvard law professor and D em ocrat, 
was one of the key factors leading to 
W edn esd ay’s S en ate ap p ro v al of 
R ichardson’s nomination by an 82-3 
vote. 
The Senate acted after less than an 
hour s d eb ate on the un an im ous 
recom m en d ation of its Ju d ic ia ry 
Com mittee that Richardson succeed 
Richard G. Kleindienst. 


Richardson’s approval cam e a s the 
S e n a te ’s W atergate 
in v estigatio n 
com m ittee continued hearings into last 
y ear’s break-in and bugging of Demo­ 
cratic national headquarters. 
Testim ony W ednesday attacked the 


veracity of Ja m e s W, McCord Jr ., 
convicted W atergate conspirator who 
told the senators earlier in the week of 
White House pressure to keep silent. 
M cC ord’s 
testim on y 
w as 
c o r ­ 
roborated in part by form er White 
House aide John J . Caulfield, but 
Caulfield and a form er lawyer for 
McCord, G erald Alch, disputed M c­ 
Cord’s insistence that he spoke out 
only in the interest of justice. But 
Caulfield said he believed that he w as 
carrying a m essage from ITesident 
Nixon when he delivered a clem ency 
offer to McCord. 
Caulfield has adm itted taking to 
McCord offers of executive clem ency 
if he would rem ain silent about what he 
knew of White House involvement in 
the W atergate co n sp ira cy . 
Alch, 
McCord has testified, suggested that 
McCord blam e the w iretapping on the 
CIA, for which he once worked. 
Alch has denied the allegation, and

(X) LUM BUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
H ouse h a s p a sse d a D em o cratic 
election law reform bill, allowing door- 
to-door registration, over Republican 
claim s it would send “ a vast arm y of 
political h ack s” into local precincts to 
work for political bosses. 


The bill went to a questionable fate 
in the R ep u b lican -con trolled Ohio 
Senate W ednesday after a party line 
vote of 57-39. Debate flared on the 
m easure for m ore than an hour, with 
D em ocrats contending the GOP w as 
trying to keep polls closed to voters 
who m ight cast D em ocratic ballots. 


Sponsoring Rep. Richard F. Celeste, 
D-5Cleveland, said the bill w as needed 
by both parties to increase citizen 
p a rticip atio n in O hio’s e lectio n s.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
The Ford Motor Co. agreed to a 
demand from leftist guerrillas for $1 
million in hospital aid as officials 
gathered for the inauguration of the 
country’s first civilian president in 
seven years. 


A communique from the Trotskyite 
People’s Revolutionary Army warned 
that if its demand on Ford was not met, 
executives of the company could be 
kidnaped or killed. Two employes of a 
Ford plant in a Buenos Aires suburb 
were wounded Monday in an attempt 
to kidnap one of them. 


An 
official 
at

headquarters in Dearborn, Mich., said 
Wednesday night that Ford would 
supply 154 ambulances and donations 
to Argentine hospitals as stipulated by 
the guerrillas. 


Two other U.S. firms, Eastman 
Kodak and the First National Bank of 
Boston, paid a total of $2.5 million in 
April to ransom two executives kid­ 
naped by leftist guerrillas. In March 
1972, Fiat, the

company, agreed to a demand for $1 
million to buy school supplies for

Free-Wheeling Lifestyle 


If one doubts that the recrea­ 
tion industry has gone big time 
in the United States, all he need 
do is visit a factory producing 
boats or camping trailers. If he 
still thinks of “ recreation” as 
golf, tennis or a swimming 
pool, the sight will haunt him 
the rest of his life. 
It is not that golf or the other 
traditional leisure sports are 
losing their adherents. They 
are not. Hut with more leisure 
time at their disposal, and an 
increasing average income to 
help them enjoy it, Americans 


are finding new paths to ex­ 
pand added hours and days of 
relaxation. 
The boating industry is grow­ 
ing at a rate of more than 15 per 
cent annually, with predictions 
that it will be among the top 
eight industries in IO years and 
the top five in 20 years. That is 
a lot of boating. 
The homes-on-wheels indus­ 
try may not be quite that big, 
but it is pushing hard. So popu­ 
lar have travel conveyances 
become, it is difficult in many 
camp sites to find accommoda­ 


tions for them unless reserva­ 
tions are made in advance. 
A small but dedicated minor­ 
ity of campers still roughs it 
with tents and other outdoor 
gear, but the obvious trend is 
toward more sumptious travel­ 
ing accommodations. 
The popularity of boating and 
domestic traveling has contrib­ 
uted to a semi-nomadic life­ 
style among a sizable segment 
of the population. An intriguing 
question is what new turn the 
recreation industry will take 
next. 


Night O f Long Knives 


We now move into a particularly 
vicious phase of the W a te r g a te affair, 
in which a variety of groups, and by no 
meaas only Nixon’s liberal enemies, 
are trying to plunge their daggers into 
long-contemplated backs. 
Some of the roughest stuff, indeed, is 
coming from vengeful factions inside 
the Republican Party, for the hapless 
Haldeman and Ehrlirhman managed 
to consolidate at least two groups of 
powerful enemies within the Party. 
Back in 1969, when Nixon’s campaign 
entourage was being transformed into 
a government, the Haldeman-Khrlich- 
man faction won out in a power 
struggle with the John Mitchell 
coterie. About all the Mitchellites 
ended up with was the Justice Depart­ 
ment. TJie Holdemanites occupied the 
center of flower at the* White House and 
increasingly dominated the power 
Structure of the Nixon Administration. 
As Haldeman somewhat inelegantly 
remarked at the beginning of tile 
struggle, his faction would win 
because he “ had the lindy.” Halde­ 
man, that is, had the readiest access to 
Nixon. Today, though their former 
chief is in deep trouble, the Miteh- 
ellites within the Administration and 
outside of it are gleefully plunging the 
knife into Haldeman and his faction. 
To each other, to almost anyone, and 
especially to any reporter who will 
listen, they will denounce Haldeman 
and his faction as mere ad men, fools 
and incompetents, bug-boinb sales­ 
men, French’s Mustard flacks, and so 
on. 
Another Republican faction is 
equally gleeful over the debacle at tin* 
White House. During the 1972 eani- 
jMiign, the decision was made by tin* 
White House to concentrate all re­ 
sources on tin* Presidential election. 
Congressional candidates and Repub­ 
licans running iii state elections got no 
funds to speak of and no support from 
the Presidential people. 
Understandably enough, bitterness 
over this is intense. The White House, 
say these flirty workers arid function­ 
aries, was willing to ignore the race of 
a man like Senator Gordon Allott of 
Colorado, who went down to defeat, in 
order to drive Nixon’s winning margin 
up by a decimal point or two. Repub­ 
licans associated with the Con­ 
gressional wing of the Party thus are 
shedding no tears for the fallen Hal- 
demamtes and Mitchellites. Reams of 
prose is pouring out, inspired by the 
Congressional Republicans, denounc­ 
ing the White House types as par- 
venues, hacks, Sammy (Hicks. The 
atmosphere is acrid. 
All this dancing on political graves 
goes a bit far. After all, a respectable 
case can be made for focusing on the 
Presidential contest in 1972, though the 
White House people, as always, over­ 
did it. It was clear that Nixon stood to 
pick up a great many defecting Demo

cratic votes. It was not all clear that 
these defecting Democrats would go 
all the way and vote for Republican 
Congressional and state-office candi­ 
dates. 


Many Nixon strategists argued that 
a Democrat voting Republican for the 
first time at the Presidential level in 
1972 might go all the way later on and 
actually change allegiance. Though 
the argument was self-serving, it con­ 
tained some truth. A vote for Nixon 
might be a way-station on the way out 
of the Democratic Party and into tin* 
Republican Party. But none of this is 
conceded at the other end of Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue from the White House. 


And, of course, the liberals are 
wielding daggers of their own. A cam­ 
paign is on via stories in the press to 
destroy middle-level Administration 
office holders who have not in fact 
been sliown to tx* guilty of anything in 
the scandals. The technique is familiar 


enough, the operative words tieing 
“linked,” “ implicated,” “ associated 
with” and the like. Often these words 
are used in the vaguest possible way, 
and with the plain intent of destroying 
individual reputations and crippling 
the operations of the executive branch. 
What is emerging here, moreover, is 
not only the incredible self-de­ 
structiveness of the Republicans, but 
their naivete. The 
Administration 
could do much to get itself off the 
defensive in this affair if Attorney 
General-designate Elliot Richardson 
privately intimated to key Democratic 
leaders that he planmsJ to make public 
Justice Department files concerning 
bugging activities during the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations, both 
Robert Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson 
having been, virtually, walking pieces 
of electronic equipment. If Richardson 
dropped a few hints in that direction, 
restraint would suddenly descend upon 
the liberal Democrats.

DETROIT (AH) - Nearly 900,000 
members of the United Auto Workers 
union will get a aeven-cents-an-hour 
wage increase in early June because of 
rising costs of living 


The pay increases are in accord with 
contract provisions between the UAW 
and the auto, auto parts and farm 
implement industries. 


Another 50,000 workers in the 
aerospace industry also are due a 
similar pay increase in early June, 
HAW sources said. 
At General Motors, the new pay 
increases will raise the wages of the 
average worker to $5.19 an hour.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have had a cold for three months 
with no letup. I have tried every 
conceivable drug I can buy, but still 
my nose runs to the point that I am 
embarrassed to be seen in public. 
Can a virus infection cause this? 
Mr. L M ., Pa. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
The poor lonely microscopic virus is 
the easy explanation for the unex­ 
plainable. Also, there is always the 
other culprit, “ psychosomatic.” 
It is difficult to believe that a cold 
can last for three months without 
either progressing into a severe 
problem, or disappearing entirely. 
The likelihood is that you are suf­ 
fering from some form of allergy 
which may or may not be complicated 
by a low-grade infection. 
You have purchased everything 
except the thing that will most likely 
control your condition—a visit to the 
doctor. 
X-rays of the sinuses may be an 
important contribution. Nasal smears 
may show the presence of certain 
cells, eosinophiles, characteristic of 
allergy. 
Blood studies may show similar 
cells anti distinguish between infection 
and allergy. 
It is surprising how often patients 
delay going to the doctor by many 
months, and later tell him “ I just 
waited to see if the condition would 
disappear.” How long does one 
reasonably “ wait” before finding out 
the basic reasons for a simple or a 
complex health problem? 


I am the only one in the family who 
collects wax in his ears. Not only that 
but it builds up only in one ear. 
Can you tell me why? 
Mr. H. H., Ind. 
Dear Mr. H.: 
The glands that secrete wax lie 
beneath the thin skin of the outer ear 
canal. 
Some people may have a tendency to 
produce wax more actively than 
others. 
In most instances, a slight curvature 
of the outer canal may start the 
buildup of wax until it blocks the canal. 
Occasionally, small bony tumors, 
osteomata, 
may 
cause 
further 
irregularities of the canal. Wax can 
accumulate around these. 
During World War II, a doctor whose 
name I cannot recall made the in­ 
teresting observation that these small 
bony growths (noncancerous) seem to 
occur more frequently in people who 
swim in very cold water. 
There are some new softening drugs 
which are effective for hard wax. They 
are sometimes irritating to the 
delicate skin and should not be used 
without observation. 
There is no reason why one ear 
should be affected more than the other, 
unless there is some difference in the 
smoothness or curvature of the two ear 
canals.

The opinion of ITosecuting Attorney 
Ray W. Davis was requested by a 
crowd of between 75 and IOO county 
relief workers when they met in the 
corridors of the courthouse to discuss 
plans to obtain an increase in pay from 
the county commissioners. They 
claimed the $1 a day wage did not 
clothe, feed and house their families. 
They demanded an increase to $2.40 
per day, the same wage that was being 
paid regular county highway em­ 
ployes. 


NEW YORK (AP) - The American 
idea of success is being infiltrated by 
doubt, with resulting restlessness and 
disillusionment, a survey soon to be 
published 
by 
the 
American 
Management Associations indicates. 


The survey, which drew the greatest 
response ratio in the business and 
educational organization’s 50-year 
existence, 
shows 
that 
many 
businessmen, rather than an isolated 
few, are reacting against conformity 
and impositions on health and con­ 
science. The survey received 2,821 
usuable replies. 
—More than half the businessmen 
queried reported that pressures to 
conform are growing, or at least not 
decreasing. 
—Nearly 30 per cent said job 
requirements have hurt their health in 
the past five years, mainly “ from 
increased strain and tension brought 
on by heightened day-to-day business 
pressures. 
—While much of top management is 
“ career-content,” an “alarming 40 per 
cent of all surveyed middle managers 
and 52 per cent of the reporting su­ 
pervisory managers say that they find 
their work, at best, unsatisfying.” 
—Nearly 50 per cent have changed, 
or have considered changing, their 
occupation in the past five years. 
Scheduled for publication early next 
month, it is bound to cause a stir in 
corporate personnel circles because 
the respondents, all managers, repre­ 
sent supposedly successful people. 
While there has been little doubt that 
executive suite rumblings were 
growing louder, it is likely that only a 
relative few and highly skilled observ­ 
ers were aware of the degree to which 
the discontent has spread. 
One reason for the failure to 
recognize the rapid changes of attitude 
is that most of the 
dissatisfied 
executives continue to give off signals, 
in dress and manner, that superficially 
are said to indicate success and con­ 
tentment. 
The report borrows a definition of 
success from author Richard Huber, 


who wrote in his book, “ The American 
Idea of Success,” that: 
“ In America, success has meant 
making money, and translating it into 
status, or becoming famous...Success 
was not earned by being a loyal friend 
or a good husband. It was a reward for 
performance on the job.” 


The success ethic, at times called the 
Puritan ethic or the Protestant ethic, is 
said to have been exemplified by a 
merging of morality and material 
goals, which in turn is said to have 
produced the great American in­ 
dustrial nation. 
Now, 
suggests 
the 
American 
Management 
Association 
study, 
authored by Dale Tarnowieski, “ the 
shift in success-related values may be 
away from the accumulation of 
treasures that 
can 
be readily 
measured...” 
Replacing that measure, the study 
concludes, may be a shift “toward the 
realization of less tangible objectives 
upon which no price — in dollars and 
cents, at any rate — can be represen­ 
tatively placed.”

Solon Appeals A d ve rtisin g Ruling 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—A state 
lawmaker rejected in his attempt to 
place political advertising in coaches 
of a city rapid transit system plans to 
take his case to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
Rep. Harry Lehman, D-16 Shaker 
Heights, said he decided to appeal 
after a 4-3 decision Wednesday by the 
Ohio Supreme Court. 
The ruling, in favor of the City ot 
Shaker Heights and its rapid transit 
system, resulted from I^ehman’s at­ 
tempt to purchase advertising in his 
1970 campaign. 
The Democratic lawmaker said he 
chose to appeal because of the 
closeness of the decision. He said he 
still feels his freedom of speech was 
violated and that he was denied equal 
protection under the law.

Hodges, found guilty of assault with 
intent to kill and assault with intent to 
cut by a three-judge panel Wednesday, 
was scheduled to be sentenced today.

He said the company has asked the 
federal government for a “ priority 
allocation" of IO million gallons of fuel 
to help get farmers through the month. 
Six counties Wednesday reported 
critical fuel shortages, or reported 
they will face fuel shortages before the 
week is out, according to the state Ag­ 
riculture Stabilization Committee. 
The counties are Marion, Wyandot, 
Stark, Washington. Tuscarawas and 
Jefferson. 
Royal Cox, Assistant director of the 
Ohio Agriculture Department, said 
major suppliers elsewhere in the state 
were reporting fuel depletions, short­ 
ages and rationing procedures. 
Farmers, stymied in plowing until 
last week by heavy rainfalls, are 
working day and night to get crops 
planted. 
Tile federal government has said 
more acres can be planted this year, 
and this has encouraged additional 
plowing. 
Both situations have aggravated the 
fuel problem. 
So far, crop reporting officials say 
only half the state’s corn crop is 
planted and soybean seeding has 
barely began. 
C. W. Swank, Ohio Farm Bureau 
director, estimated that 30-40 million 
gallons of fuel will he needed to fill 
farmers’ needs the remainder of May. 
Farmers reportedly are assured of 
renewed fuel supplies next month 
under the federal fuel allocation 
system. 


Seek Federal Aid 
For Ohio Counties 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Gov. 
John Gilligan has asked President 
Nixon to declare Hamilton and 
Washington counties disaster areas. 
The governor’s request was made 
Wednesday after two weeks of study 
by local and federal officials of 
damage done to the counties by heavy 
rainfalls and mudslides during 
february and March. 
An estimated $4 million damage 
resulted in Hamilton County and over 
$6 million in Washington.

David had eight wives, Michal, Bath- 
Sheba, Ahenoam, Moacah, Haggeth, 
Abetal, Eglah and Abigail. Of them. 
Abigail influenced him and reminded 
him of his destiny as king of Israel. She 
bore him a son named Daniel and once 


when she was taken captive by an 
enemy tribe, David rescued her. 
Deborah can be likened to Joan of 
Arc. Though she lived some 13 cen­ 
turies before the time of Christ, she

Deborah’s song, found in Judges 5, 
comprises 31 verses. The last verse 
sings, “And the land had rest for forty 
years.” 
Who is the Virtuous Woman of 
I Toverbs? Many 
Biblical scholars 
attribute this entire book to Solomon. 
Yet others think it is the advice of a 
mother to her son. The Virtuous 
Woman may not be a real person, but 
an ideal. 
Mrs. Hall closed the program by 
reading inspiring word of the Virtuous 
Woman, dosing with the line: “Give 
her of the fruit of her hands; and let 
her own works praise her in the 
gates.”

William A. Fowler of the California 
Institute of Technology has won 
Columbia 
U niversity’s 
annual 
Vetlesen Prize for his work in nuclear 
physics. 


Dr. Fowler, 61, Caltech’s Institute 
Professor of Physics, was cited for 
increasing the “understanding of the 
origin of the earth and its place in the 
universe’’ at a dinner Tuesday night at 
Columbia’s I/rn Memorial Library.

D elaw are, spoke at a cerem ony 
celebrating the 10th anniversary of 
First Community Village in Columbus. 
Ohio has one million citizens over 65 
years of age — roughly IO per cent of 
the state’s population. 
Dr. Flemming criticized compulsory 
retirement age limits as “a lazy man’s 
device for dealing with policy.” 
"Only about 5 per cent of Ohioans 
over 65 are in institutions, nursing 
homes, hospitals and the like,” said a 
spokesman for the state’s Division of 
Aging. 
“We have thousands of nerfectlv 
healthy, active 65-year-olds. That’s 
why we have various programs for 
volunteers and employment for the 
aged — to keep them involved.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — A chance to 
talk about amnesty with Congressmen 
has been extended to families of men 
who saw the Vietnam conflict as wrong 
and fled the draft, deserted or resisted 
the war while in service. 
Among those slated to testify before 
an unofficial congressional panel were 
George Carrano, described as the first 
war resister to flee to Sweden; the 
mother of an Army deserter living in 
Canada, and the wife of a man im­ 
prisoned for draft resistance. 
Hep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., who 
heads the panel, said it included 
Democratic Reps. John Conyers of 
Michigan, Ronald Heliums, Phil 
Burton 
and 
George 
Brown 
of 
California, 
Parren 
Mitchell 
of 
Maryland and Benjamin Rosenthal of 
New York. 
In the backdrop of the hearings were 
the freed American POWS, whose 
return home was a condition posed by 
many for even discussing amnesty. 
The POWS also were in Washington 
today, at the invitation of President 
Nixon for a White House party. 


And hanging over the session was 
the chance that many men avoiding 
prosecution for dodging the draft may 
not be lawbreakers. President Nixon 
has said he is against amnesty. Some 
liberals from both parties have said 
they would favor a conditional am­ 
nesty that would include public service 
jobs upon conviction. 
There is some question about how 
many resisters would avail themselves 
of a conditional amnesty. 
Earlier this month, a draft counselor 
jailed in a Selective Service case said 
that as a matter of pride resisters 
would not beg for forgiveness by way 
of performing alternative service. 
That view was echoed by six groups 
representing American exiles in 
Canada, who issued 
a 
statement 
saying; 
“ Alternate service is a dangerous 
cop-out because it ignores the central 
issue of responsibility for the war. It 
punishes the war resister for being 
right and allows the government to 
continue its retribution, although in a 
different form.” 


YEM JOW SPRIN GS, Ohio (A P )- 
Antioch College officials will try again 
Friday to reopen the campus, Dean 
Ewell Reagin has announced. 
'The school has been closed more 
than a month by student strikers who 
demand a guarantee that student 
financial assistance will continue. 
An attempt to end the strike Tuesday 
failed Reagin and an aide were pelted 
with eggs and blocked by strikers 
when they attempted to enter several 
campus buildings. 
Reagin Wednesday announced the 
plan to reopen Friday after rejecting a 
request by strikers to meet to discuss 
financial aid and the strike-related 
expulsion of a number of students and 
faculty members. 
He reiterated a warning that any 
student, faculty member, m ain­ 
tenance or staff person who integers 
with attempts to reopen the campus 
will be expelled or fired. 
So far 20 students and seven faculty 


members have been asked to leave the 
college, a spokeswoman said. 
Students said they have a petition 
bearing the names of 300 students who 
also will ask to be expelled if strikers 
are punished. 
The students are demanding 
a 
written 
contract 
with 
the 
ad­ 
ministration to guarantee financial aid 
until they graduate. About one-third of 
the 1,100 students on the Yellow 
Springs campus receive some form of 
federal or state aid. 
Tuition is $3,000 a year at the south­ 
western Ohio liberal arts college. 
Strikers repeatedly have rejected a 
college offer of two years of guaran­ 
teed assistance. 
Meanwhile, a student suit against 
strikers and some college officials was 
scheduled to be heard today in Greene 
County Common Pleas Court. 
The suit asks a restraining order 
halting the strike and reopening the 
college.

The administrators also discussed 
three proposed statute changes af­ 
fecting professional practice boards, 
teacher training and certification.

KENT, Ohio (A P)—An Ohio in­ 
dustrialist told a Kent State University 
seminar on the energy crisis Wed­ 
nesday that “ we’re going to have 
almost a total blackout” because 
federal clean air standards are too 
tough. 


The speaker was D. Bruce Mans­ 
field, president of Ohio Edison Co., 
who also predicted that electricity 
rates will rise sharply. 


“ When people really know what 
they’re choosing, they’ll choose 
electricity rather than clean air,” 
Mansfield said. 


He blamed lack of low-sulphur coal 
for part of the problem. 
“ We can’t get coal which complies 
with 
the federal 
environmental 
protection requirem ent,” he ex­ 
plained. “ If we’re not permitted to 
continue burning high-sulphur coal, 
we’ll have a very dramatic shortage of 
electricity.” 


Mansfield said Ohio Edison and 
other generating firms 
would 
be 
unable “ to comply with the federal 
clean air standards by the July 1975 
deadline” set by the government. 
Ohio Edison serves 35 counties in 
northern Ohio and six in Pennsylvania 
through a subsidiary, Pennsylvania 
Power Co.

Use O f Coal

PHILADELPHIA (A P) - The 
Environmental Protection Agency will 
not advocate use of coal to alleviate the 
energy crisis, according to an EPA of­ 
ficial. 
Daniel J. Snyder III, newly named 
administrator of the agency’s Region 
III, said Tuesday the EPA is opposed 
to industrial use of coal to meet energy 
needs. The EPA classifies coal as a 
much greater polluter than other fuels. 
The regional administrator said the 
best solution to the energy crisis was 
nuclear power plants, despite a public 
outcry over radiation. 
Snyder said he considers nuclear 
power to be safe. 
He said the other concern with 
nuclear plants 
thermal pollution of 
adjacent waterways 
was an “easily 
controlled” problem. 
Snyder said he has received no 
pressure from Washington to advocate 
coal usage, even though President 
Nixon has backed the idea. 
On the contrary, Snyder said, EPA is 
still requiring compliance with the 1975 
primary goals of the Clean Air Act 
which call for strict health-related 
standards. “ We are determined to hold 
this line,” he said. 
Snyder, 251, acting regional ad­ 
m inistrator since F ebruary, was 
named administrator last week. 
EPA ’s Region III encom passes 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Delaware and the District 
of Columbia.

One thing all sides agree on is that 
some major changes are going to have 
to be made in defense procurement 
procedures, or the Pentagon will to 
forever doomed to buying things in the 
manner described by Gordon Rule, a 
top civilian procurement specialist for 
the Navy and a critic of procurement 
policies: 
“We never seem to have time to do 
things right the first time. But we 
always seem to have time to do them 
over.”
